Tho npw passenger tormina! of the 
Northwestern Lino at Chi« ago repre­ 
sents tlie latest step in perfection of 
trav el comfort. 


While utility has necessarily heen 
the first consideration, tho architect 
ami builder hav e wrought a menu 
mental structure of classic design and 
great architectural beauty, typical of 
Chicago and the v ast territory to tho 
west and northwest to which this 
terminal is the main gateway. Planned 
on broad and generous lines, a quarter 
of a million passengers and fifteen 
hundred trains ran be handled daily 
without crowding or delay. 


The new terminal is mnnt conv en­ 
iently located—just three block s from 
the loop district, the business center 
of Chicago, with which it is connected 
by four main streets, Madison, Wash­ 
ington, Randolph and Lak e. 
q 


The main entrance, from tho broad, 
brilliantly lighted esplanade on West 
Madison Street, is through a magnifi­ 
cent portico supported on a colonnade 
of six massiv e granite columns open­ 
ing into a lofty v estibule. From either 
end of tho v estibule easy stairways 
ascend directly to tho main waiting 
room on the train floor abov e. On the 
street lev el, within the v estibule, is the 
main lobby extending the entire width 
of tlie building from Canal Street to 
Clinton Street, with entrances on each. 
Conspicuously placed, near the cen­ 
ter of the lobby and facing the tick et 
windows, is an information bureau, 
where uniformed attendants with true 
Northwestern courtesy answer ev ery 
question. 
There are thirty-three windows that 
can he utilized in selling tick ets, so 
that it is hardly possible for a trav eler 
ev er to experience delay in securing 
his railroad, parlor and sleeping car 
tick ets, ev en when trav el is most con­ 
gested. Just across tho lobby from the 
tick et office is the baggage room which 
is commodious and fully equipped for 
the prompt handling of baggage. 
'•Adjoining the baggage room and 
also directly opposite the tick et office 
is tho main parcel check room In 
which is located the department of lost, 
and found articles; beyond this the 
cab office and carriage entrance where 
a score of carriages, taxicabs and auto­ 
mobiles may leav e or tak e on their 
passengers all under cov er and unham­ 
pered by waiting v ehicles for which a 
•separate cov ered court is prov ided just 
acroes Washington Street. 
On tho Clinton Street side of the 
lobby is a trav elers’ supply and drug 
store with a widely div ersified Stork , 
In this section of the lobby is also lo­ 
cated the lunch room where excellent 
food at moderate prices is quick ly 
serv ed. 
A complete telephone serv ice 
with an attendant wdll he found ad­ 
joining the lunch room. 
Approaching 
the grand stairway, the telegraph office 
is to the right and tho Station Master’s 
office to the left. 
Tick ets, baggage and other essen­ 
tials all hav ing had attention without 
leav ing the street lobby, one ascends 
to the main waiting room and the 


train concourse by the grand staircase 
directly facing the Madison Street en­ 
trance, or by elev ators and stairs to 
the east or west side of the lobby. 
Direct access to tho waiting room may 
be had by liv e stairways and fiv e ele­ 
v ators. The main waiting room is the 
chief 
architectural 
feature 
of 
the 
building. 
The high barrel v ault roof 
finished with tile and terra cotta, fluted 
with arches emblematic of the railway 
serv ice, harmonizes perfectly with tho 
light pink Tennessee marble pilasters 
and the delicate green of tho Greek 
Cippolino marble columns. 
In 
tfcij 
great room the illumination 
is re­ 
flected; in andcscent lights of 73,000 
candle pow- r are used, v et none of 
the lamps are v isible. 
At the east or 
C anal Street section of the waiting 
rocm Is the news and cigir stand and 
m othe r par cl cheek rocm. 
Off tho 
foyer are t! e barber shop, smok ing 
room and the public and pay toilet 
rooms f. r n: n which are handsomely 
f lislicd in tk e most modern and sani­ 
tary style. 
For the conv enience of incoming 
trav elers a so >nd information bureau 
is located in tho main waiting room at 
the head of tho grand stairway. 
At 
tho western end is a beautifully fur 
nished 
ladies’ 
waiting 
room, 
toilet 
rocm and telephone booths with so pa 
rate elev ator serv ice from the lobby 
and to the women’s suite on the third 
floor. 
Here too is the main dining 
io(,m where appointments and serv ice 
are equalled by v ery few hotels. 
Reached by elev ators and by stair­ 
ways from both lobby and waiting 
rocm are two suites of rooms on tho 
third floor which are in adv ance of 
anything heretofore offered for the eon 
v eriience of the trav eling public. 
The 
women’s suite is In charge of a matron 
and comprises a retiring room with 
soft rugs, subdued decorations, sev eral 
writing desk s and plenty of comfort­ 
able easy sofas and chairs and lav a­ 
tory. 
Adjoining iu a tea room where 
furnishings and serv ice aro dainty 
enough to satisfy the most exacting 
taste. 
On the other side of tho retip 
ing room aro lav atory, toilet and bath 
rooms with maid serv ice and rooms in 
diarge of a trained nurse. 
The men’s suite comprises a loung­ 
ing room, a barber shop and sev eral 
commodious dressing rooms with bath, 
where the suburban dwell r or trav eler 
from a distance may remov e the stains 
of trav el and change to ev ening clothes 
and procee I to his social appointments. 
Tho m in waiting room and the 
grand staircase open directly on the 
train concourse, which is sixty feet 
wide and extends across the entire 
width of the building, with stairways 
leading directly to Clinton Street and 
to the carriage entrance on tho Canal 
Street side. 
Instead of the usual iron 
grating between tho concourse and tho 
train shed, there is a wire plans parti­ 
tion from floor to roof through which 
open sixteen doors to 
tho 
sixteen 
track s of the train shed, which alone 
cov ers six acres. 
The train shed is 
cov ered with a concrete roof of a new 
tv pe so constructed that the locomo­ 
tiv e funnels discharge through slots 
directly into the open air, k eeping the 
nlr of tlie train shed entirely free from 
smok e and gas. 
The baggage is bandied to and from 
the baggage rooms, which aro on the 
street lev el, with electric truck s and
